Idmi with Uieir commands. He has, Hkewise, hopes he may 
daim their attention to it, from some litde nordity it may 
contain, more than most of the recent pidilkations of « 
similar character, as Botanical Catalogues of the PuUic 
Gardens at Cambrid^fe, laverpool, Kew, DMim, kc, tSi of 
them aoranged systemaitically -, and that it will be aeceptahlo 
to the^public; although constructed upon less adentifio ptin« 
dples,. but much more simple ones, for general use. For 
by throwing the various cbaitactered plants to their congeners 
in natural aSuuties 5 the. Planter or Gardener, may, with 
all possible despatch, find, such plants assodated, from which 
to cttU thpse may best suit his i^pfdM^ purpose; or the 
m>tic Qardener^ lus. desiderata^ wHboBt havii^ occasion to 
sear^eh fart;hor>. or more» than to t^be parti<;qlar end he then 
hasittview* . . , 

The alphabetical method is adopted, as the readiest for 
practice, the whole being divided, in reference to their culti- 
vation, into three parts ; first as Hardy, second Greenhouse, 
third Hothouse.

To this end, thep^ore, is added, as far as e3q)erienee and 
the moc^ approved documents which can^ be procured extend, 
the proper pabulum for each : whieh, pei4iaps, may be of some 
use in directing the young Gardener, if not the more ekpe- 
rienccd Cultivator.

Snch Plants are comprehended nnde? this title, which require ProtectiOD, 
and are preft^rved best by different modes of treatment, yet with newly the 
same temperature of heat; for which purpose, the Diy-Stove, Orangery, 
Heathery, Conservatory, and Sinariura, hare been found the best adaptea; 
Although the greater number may be kept hi the different stations of a good 
Greenhouse. 

In the Dry-*Sto^ the heat should be rather stronger than in the Orangery 
or Greenhouse, and with less air. TIic Heathery requires less heat than the 
Orangery, bat much more air. In the Conservatory and ^inarium the plants 
are disposed in beds, and planted in the soil best adapted for each ; the same 
temperature should be kept in the Conservatory as in the Orangery ; but no 
artificial heat is necessary for the Sinarium. Itie whole of the superstructure 
of both the last buildings, should be made so as to be removed in Summer ; 
wJiere this is not possible, the entire roofs must be taken off— otherwise, as 
the plants are stationary, they will be drawn up to the top of the buildiBg, 
«»d look ugly by growing naked at the bottom.

For the Species of tiiis extensile and beaotifVil GemiSy I brre alteiwd the 
general arrangemeoty as noticed in the foregotne Columns of tftis Ditiswu^ 
as all tiHe species require a particular house to nare them in their gMRtesC 
beauty, require the same eara, are propagated by the same method, and are 
a.U from the Cape of Good Hope, with the exception of tJbe arboreas and 
multiflora, which are natiTCs of Portugal, and mose noticed In the First 
Division as Hardy Plants. The indication in the columns through this Gems, 
will stand tbns; — 1st. Color, by h, brown, /.fle^-color, g. green, ». orange, 
/>. purple, pk, pink, r. red, «. scarlet, w. white, 2. light, d. dark ;«^td. MOttth 
of flowering;— 3d. Shape of the Flower, as bell-shaped by Bell ; Open, spread* 
out ; piU-shapcd, PiH: smaO and roundish ) Round, larger and ronndnh ; Tubcv 
long-tubed^ ventricose, Vent: swelled in the middle; — 4th. Height, by w H nbcr 
of Inches ; and lastly. Delicate or Robust. 

A prejudice having spread that the culture of these plants is MIcalt, 
one of the greatest ornaments of the Greenhouse has hence, of late, been 
neglected ; although the method of cuHore is as easv, and nearly as certain, 
as that of the Geraniam, but requiring a little more delicacy in the execution. 

About the month of June, or as soon as the plant has made fresh «hoots, 
cut off the extreme points alnrnt an inch long or less, according as the sort 
may aiford, but always in the fresh shoot; take off the leaves from the lower 
part, as far as it \i to be put In the sand, without injuring the shoot ; this is 
rather a nice operation, and should 1>e done with a sharp peiAcnife, f&t the 
least bruise spoils the cutting. Dibble them into a pot filled with moistened 
common white house-sand, before they have time to ^ag. When they are all 
planted, wa^er' the whole to fix them still better; let the mofsfore a little 
subside^ tbeu cover them with a small bell glass, ^tted within the rim of the 
pot, and place thetn in the shade on a spent faot4>ed, keeping them close till 
rooted, which will, wFtli the free sorts, take place in about two months. 
"Wlien pooted, which is Icnown by their shooting, take off tiie smalt glass, for 
about a week, at night, previous to its total removal. They will be fit to 
pot off in lilarch, the ensuing year. 

Atthongh I have stated a Heathery; or a peculiarly constructed HMso, 
purposely w their pVdtectiou, and a row other plahts of similar chameler, 
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as best ; yet, by placing them in the air and light, to the front of a common 
OreeiDbouse, aud not mixed with large leaved plants,, they will do well; bnt, 
as they are naturally not very long lived, at least many of them, it is neces- 
sary to renew them, frequently, by cuttings or seeds.

Tiie Oenerical Arrangement of this eharming^ tribe of plantii, baving^ 
in many recent publications, suffered an unnecessary division into three, as 
Erodium, Peiargomara, and Geraniam, formed cbiefly «pMi tiM namber 
of fertile stamens, and the shape of tlie ftower, in different iadi^idaals ; 
characters, which, althongfa noticed by Linvaras, he did not cMwider of 
safficient weight to dtsontte this natural Genos. On this new arrangement, 
ttiese mnltipliers of genera are not all agreed ; some placing- Pelargonknn in 
the second order, Fctandria, of Monadelphia ; whilst others have formed 
an Hephmdrtms order to the Class, exclusively fbr this new genns. Change 
hft the n#menchttnr« seeni» a necessary eonsequenee witt aH modem scien- 
tific authors, as the basis on which, alone, they ean raise their fame : oh that 
we had less changing, and more love fbr science and plants! Being of the 
same opinion with CavaniHes, and others who have since pnMlshed on the 
sabjfcrt, I have not adopted the two new Genera of Erodium or Pelar- 
gonium of Mons: L'Heritier, &c. I have no doubt Geranium, which has 
obtained so generally, will ever maintain his ground aganist this French 
mvasion of his enchaoiting iairy circle. 

I have divided the species, according to the plan of the virork, into 
Slimbby, Herbaceo«9, and Tuberpus. Tlrave fine varieties, so raacli now 
in request, which, being mostly Males raised from the seeds of African

As the treatrnt-nt of Succulents should be difftrent from other. Giteo- 
house PiautSy they mnst be kept apart, upon shelves as near the light as 
possible, (except where a house m entirely dedicated to them), that they 
liiay receive but little watering, and never over their heads,, through tbe 
wiAter months ; although, in summer, they will bear an irqual quantity with 
the rest. Some being much moire deUeate than others, though firom the 
Mune country, must be protected in the Dry-Stove ; and others, as well as 
those from within the Tropics, 'lequiring.tbe HotboOse, are arranged is the 
Third PivisioB, , 

A Sandy Loani is directed lis the soil for these plants ioAeneral; I wish 
it to he understood as a light fresh liazel loam, with mucn aand.or even 
small pebbles intermixed-^the. more sundy the better, and not sifted; to 
this may be added^ about a third of rich gardes mould, and for the. more 
«uGculeut and dwarf sorts, about an eighth part of old lime nibbisb* 

Few of these plants require removing from their pots (whic^ shoiilcl be 
much hmaller, proportionately, than for other plants) oftener than ooce in 
two 4>r three years — especially the laiiger sorts; but the surface sh«oi<t be 
taken qfl; aKd fi>e8h added, every year. The greatest injury tliese plants 
have to be guarde'd against, is damps in v-inter; therefore, they sboiud be 
frequently looked Over, and all decayed parts removed, .particularly from 
those which are Btemless, and when liie i^ves touch the earth.

other plaqte, it is best to ussigo then) ^ pjirt of uie house where the^ may 
be kept separate, and not exposed until they ar« in fiower, its their nn- 
sightly appearance, both before and after lio)»eriog, vrould contribute but 
little to its ornament. When at rest, that is, M^heu they are witliout leaves, 
the solid bulbs may be kept dry, and the Heshy roots sparingly supplied 
ivith moisture, until the fiesh (eaves begin to m^e their annual growth. 
All the solid bulbs require a sandy peat soil, with very little loam— say an 
eighth part at most ; that is, when the peat h very sandy — if otherwise, 
none at all. Whereas, the coated, scjyif^nous, or fleshy bulbs, require a 
mixture of loam, peat, and rotten dung, of es^ch an f quad quantity, not (oo 
finely sifted.

OBSERVATIONS, &c. 

¥he amnial process of removing, or, what is commonly termed, shifting 
jpotted Greenhouse Plants, should be performed in the month of April; 
but this, although a pretty general rule^ has its exceptions. 

Heaths which flower in Autumn, or the end of Summer, should be 
shifted in March — and those which flower in Spring, about August or Sep- 
tember; this distinction may be readily made, by a reference to the Cata- 
logue. New-Holland Plants, likewise, which are marked as tender, or re- 
quiring the Dry-Stoye temperature, succeed best if shifted in August ; the 
others from that Country, may be removed in Spriug. 

It IS) unfortunately^ an error too much in practice, when shifting potted 
plants^ to use much larger pots than necessary ; as it has been found by 
experience, that plants growing in pots are seldom healthy, if, after a cer- 
tain time, the roots do not extend to, and press upon the sides of the pots ; 
tender-rooted plants, requiring a considerable time to gain this, if placed 
in too large pots, the roots frequently rot, and the plant is destroyed, for 
Want of such natural drain. A very small portion of fresh mould is sufii- 
cient to renovate the plant for the year. 

Most potted plants require, besides tlie oyster-shell or tile which covers 
the hole at the bottom of the pot, a farther assistance oi drain, to take off 
the superabundant moisture, which, frequently, would otherwise remain in 
the pot, after heavy rains, over-watering, or the incursions of worms. 

A most essential object to be observed in shifting any potted plant, 
before placing it in its fresh pot^ is, that the ball or mass of the roots should 
be well broke asunder to admit the fresh mould amongst them \ but not to 
cut them over, as is frequently practised ; fur often, by this last method, 
the main root is cut ofl*, and the plant destroyed : — if it is necessary to take 
away some roots^ they must be cut out regularly from the mass.

As it is not necessary that all plants from tropical climates^ and espe- 
cially those firom the continent of India, and mountainous parts of tbe 
Islands so situated, in the Atlantic or Indian Oceans, should be kept in the 
bark-bed; on the column next that in which the Country is indicated, those 
which require this treatment will be noted by M .H. Moist Heat 3 and those 
which do not require it, by D.H. Dry Heat. 

For the re^pitlatioQ of the heat in the Hothouse, some degree of atten- 
tion is necessary, as in winter it should not be below 60 degrees of Faren- 
h€;it'8 thermometer;, but in very severe weather, should be kept up to nearly 
7^, and this to prevent the impression of the external cold atmospheric air. 
During the three summer months, that is, July, August, and September, 
those plants which are not kept in the bark-bed may be removed into the 
(jrfCenhoDse^ the others remaining in the Hothouse.

Having hinted, under the genus Bromelia, at the hopes that the new 
principle of the use of Steam will answer the end proposed, I have to add, 
that Mr. Aiton, in forcing, generally — Mr. J. Knight| and Earl Powis, for 
tropical plants — Messrs. Loddiges, upon tlie whole collection of plants, &c. 
^c. — are now making trials of its effects, in various ways. I nnd it is in- 
tended to be used, so as to do away, not only the necessity of other iire 
lueaty but, also, t» be used in such wise as to relieve us from the necessity of 
a recurrence to any fermentable substances, as bark, dung, &c. in any man- 
lier, for our Hothouses. How desirable an object, both as to cleanliness 
and expence. What inducements to the culture of Hothouse plants ; those 
two great objections being removed, we may, perhaps, live to see tropical 
exotics in as common culture as Geraniums. Yet, I must own, it would be 
dangerous to decide what latitude may be given to this new practice ; our 
^climate varying so greatly, in different years, as to what is termed a hard or 
mild winter ; that, until the results are more determined, by liaving passed, 
iQ^ith success, the ordeal of a frost of six or eight weeks continuance, we

Few of these plants flower in our Stoves, in pots \ as, from tiieir natural 
growths, they require the branches to extend themselves to some lengtli, 
before they put forth their blossoms. Wherefore, to have them flourish, it 
is necessary to prepare a border at the back and ends of tlie bark-pit, witli 
the difi*erent earths necessary for each kind, (separated, by boards, from the 
bark in the pit ;) and also, a trellis on which to train them. By this me- 
thod, much additional splendor and elegance may be given to tlie arrange- 
ment of plants in the Hothouse. For thofle who do not choose this method^ 
I have marked those which require the bark-bed^ as other Hothouse plants.

X HE introdactory groonds which are here added, as referential to 
the foneg)oiiig pages, are intended to give a slight elementary assistance 
to Gardeners, or otiiers, who have no desire to dip deeply into the 
stndy of the science ; yet, ^ho may wish to acquire so much botanical 
knowledge, as will enable them to discover the Class and Order, or 
perhaps the Genus, to which a plant belongs, by an inspection of the 
flower. For those who are not practically acquainted with plants, a 
mnch larger field mnst be traversed, to refer them, either generically 
or specifically, than will be here entered upon. 

Few publishers, of late, but have attempted some inroad upon 
Linnaeus's arrangement ; but, as I presume only to follow Linnaeus's 
system, thinking, perhaps unskilfully, that it has not been much 
amended by innovation, these his supposed errors are persisted in, 
except where the oversight is palpable; hoping for pardon, at the 
same time, for so doing, as kno\Vins: no better. All that is here 
attempted, goes no farther tlian the rudiments; those who wish to 
proceed in the study, will find no impediment from the scarcity of 
books of instruction, giving all the assistance necessary. 

To demonstrate the unequivocal principles, for the foundation of 
the Sexual System, every plant furnishes sufficient argument to cul- 
tivators. If we look to the ^plants of the Slst, 23d, and 23d Classes, 
or to the distribution of the florets in the 19th, all farther inquisition 
would seem useless ; tlie construction, situation, and character of the 
sexual parts of the flower, point out the certainty of the natural 
intercourse; bat the multiplication of what may bie called Mok 
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plants, bearing the feature of absolutely new Genera, put it out of 
all doubt Thi^ operation is of no complex nature, for it is now in 
the practice df ^vety gtirdeher; t^^ wlolfe Mnm^iM ib' taking the 
authera of one plant, when just bursting, and scattering the pollen 
upon the stigma of another plant, w4iicb has an approximation, either 
in natural or classical affinity. The sequent products by this connec> 
tion, frequently partake more of the character of the plant whence 
the {Solten wa^ taken, tliaA that w4iich lias pi^biced the seed^ frdm 
which the new plants come. The ingenious enquirer may be pleased 
and satisfied, by a perusal of the I'efined arid curious experinients, 
described as liavmg been made by that great practical naturalist, our 
now President of the Horticultural Society. 

The gronnds of the Sexual System being thus established, by Admit- 
ting that Vegetabtefe ntitnral^ iilcr^se fttid'pier^tuAte their species, 
upon a similar principle with Animals; the parts necessary to this 
end Linnaeus has denominated Male and Female, from the functiona 
which each has to perform.

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CHARACTER AND ETYMOLOGY OF THE ORDERS. 

This title is given to a seeondary division, subjected to the Classes, 
leading to the more ready distribution of the Genera, finishing the 
outline of this beaotifnily simple arrangement ; which, though it may 
be called in some sort artificial, is drawn from Nature's most nnerriug 
sources. ^ . 

The names of the Orders, like the Classes, are chiefly of Greek 
derivation. Those attached to the thirteen first Classes, are assumed 
from the number of female parts, or pointals, as the Classes from the 
males, regularly following the Greek numerals, with the addition of 
GTNiA^ from Gtifi€, a female ; thus Monogynia, Digynia, &c. 

The 14th and 15th Classes are limited to two Orders each : — those 
for the 14th, are taken from the situation of the Seeds j as, 1. Gym- 
HosPERMiA, from Gumnosi naked, and Spermoy seed ; 2. Angiospbr- 
MIA, from Aggeion, a vessel or receptacle, and Spemui, seed. The 
two Orders of the 15th Class, are merely the Latin names for a little 
seed-pod, SilicuUiy and a long secd.pod, SUiqua, 

The 16th, 17th, I8th, 20th, 31st, and SSd Classes, have their Orders 
established on the names of the Classes, or from die number- of male 
parts or stamens, beginning with Monandria. The I9th Class has 
six Orders ; five of which are styled Polygamous, from Poliu, many, 
and GamoSy marriage ; the flowers being aggregate or compound — that 
is, many florets in one flower>cup.

SEVENTH. 

Rbceptaculvm, the Keceptacfe, is tliat part of the fructificail6n 
on, or by which the others are connected ; and it takes five different 
titles, according to the use assigned it by nattir^, for this end.

Flower-cup five-parted, colored. Blossom, five petitls fixed to tiie 
flower-cup. . Honey-cup, a thready crown. Berry with a 
long fruit-stalk. 

Specific Character. 

The Leaves hand-shaped, with &ve divisions, quite entire'; foot-vtalka 
with two glands on them; the threads of the nectary or 
honey-cup, shorter than the Jblossora, -

C^UfV, The common Flower-cup is oval, and imbricated or tiled } 

the scales are namerons, narrowed at the base — with an OYal, 

flat, blunt leaflet added at the end. 
Cwolla* The compound Flower is uniform and tubular; the Her* 

maphrodite or Bisexual florets are equal ; the proper Blossom 

to each floret is one-petalled, and funnel-shaped ; the limb 

five-parted, npright, nearly equal. 
Stamina, llie Threads are five, hair-like, very short ; the tips fonn a 

Cylindrical tube. 
PUtiUum. The Germ is very short ; the shaft is thread-shaped, and 

longer than the chives ; the summit is simple* 
Periearpium, none ; but the Flower-cup closes at the top. 
Semina. The Seeds are solitary. 
ReceptactUumy or common Base of the florets, is flat, covered with 

hairs that are longer than the seeds. 

E$tential Character, 

The Cidtfx is oval, imbricated or tiled, and the scales have a nearly 
oval leaflet appended to their points. 

Specific Character, 
Leaves oval, entire, with spiney points at the end of the serratures. 



Nothing leads more readily to a knowledge necessary for the first 
distribution of Plants to their Botanical stations in this system, than 
an acquaintance with their outward appearance, or, as it is Called, 
their natural families ; these are styled, Graminaf LUiacetSy, Pabndf, 
Piperita^ Ensata^ Orchidea, Scitamine<je, Umbellata, Bicomes^ Pomaceay 
&c. Sec. The French Botanists depend too much on this method. No 
doubt, if bathre had not put, in too many instances, such insurmount- 
able bars in the way, it would be the easiest and best; but, though it 
is d most excellent auxilliary, it will not answer for a principal ; and 
this knowledge is no doubt a great desideratum to the young Bota- 
nist.
